Plant bulbs in five or six-inch pots in loose soil, and keep under benches in a temperature of about fifty degrees 
for two weeks. Give very little water until the pot is well-filled with roots. After which they will come quickly 
when put on the benches and given sixty to sixty-five degrees, which can be increased after the bud is formed. 
A little liquid fertilizer is helpful. Water when dry, but do not water as much as the White Calla. Divide 
your stock into several plantings for continuous trade.
